Imployment is 10 go a Fiſhing with Pena! Statutes; he thinks 
by that to take ſtore of Far Gulgeons, but at laſt catches 
oaly a Froeg ? for hs malicious Projefts; (like Chymical 
Atcempts of Tra ſm:1:ng Mettals) ſeldom antwer the trou- 
ble and Charge ; and his mighty lncomecs of Peraitres can 
but juſt purchaſe A'e enough to make him dr#:k, and af-

C:ffee to make him Suber, if he may be faid ever to be lo; 
whoſe Hair brained Sku! is per petually FHarry-can'd with 
Malice, and in Child-bed throws till tis Degvercd of ſome

There isnothing in Nature fo baſe and Contemptible 
as one of his Q».://ty; a Bum Baily is a worthy Gentle- 
man to him, end the /pparator ſcorns his Company 
more then a Phan.tick docs a Parſons : the Boys ſtare 
on ktm as a Monler; Big bellied Women are ready to 
M:tcarry at the lizht of him, and People generally avoid 
his Converſe as they would do the Peſtilence , and indeed 
they have realon, for he is one of Govs more pgreivous 
7:dyments ; Squire Ketch himfelf would not envure the 
Scandal of drinking a Pot with him, were he not incer- 
(413 hopes of a future Adyazrage by him ? A Popith Fire. 
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ball Flinger is not more hated in the City then he, only the 
Fuſtices Cl.rke, and he call Cozens, becaule ke brings the 
moſt Griſt to his Mill, and warrants him a Trade.
